NEW YORK, July 6.—Dr. Chas. A. 


Teale, a well-known expert in cases of 
gun-shot wounds, and who was the first 
surgeon who attended Abraham Lincoln 
the night he was assassinated, remain- 
ing with him until he died, said this 
morning there were certain symptoms 
which usually appear in .serious cases 
in peritonitis arising from gun shot 
wounds which were absent in General 
GarSeld's case. In many fatal cases 
which have come under Dr. Teale's 
notice the inflammation of the perito- 
neum had set in at the end of forty-eight 
hoars after the accident. The temper- 
ture rose frequently to more than 105 
degrees. The presence of the tall in 
the belly was one of the most serious 
features in the present ease, although 
it might lodge somewhere where its 
presence would not excite inflammation. 
The vital organs are accommodating, 
and balls sometimes find queer lodging 
places. One case is on record in which a 
ball remained for months in ainan's heart 
The inflammation in General Garfield's 
case had so far been mild, considering 
the wound. The danger from peritoni- 
tis will not be over until ten days have 
elapsed. Then comes the risk of seri- 
ous suppuration, impoverishing the sys- 
tem and causing a large abscess which 
might end fatally.
